Country-m. Your Opinion of this Article and 
of the reft ; is it not hard for the King of Poland 
to quit a Title and Country which is Heredi- 
tary for another that is meerly Elective? 

Obf. Not in the leaft , fince his Son is to en- 
joy the Electoral Dignity of Saxony, his Pofte- 
rity, is not hereby cut off from their Hereditary 


Dominions, and this Propofal tends both to the 


Advantage of the King of Poland and his Pofte- 
rity ; Without the acceptance of which, He and 
they may Jofe both their Intereftsin Poland and 
Saxony. Befides che King of Poland might have 
contented himfelf with the Ele€toral Dignity of 
Saxony,as his fore-fathers had done before him, 
without acquiring the Kingdom of Poland by 
breach of his Faith with God, and without 
making himfelf uneafy in the Poli/h Throne, by 
his breach of Covenants with Men, , 
This was the beft Expedient could be thought 
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of, to prevent any futare Rupture betwixt the 
whofe King invz- 
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as he wasKing ofPoland,and fo theRepublick did 
not efleem themfelves concerned in that Enter- 
prize, But now, when their King is no longer 
Elegtor of Saxony, whatever he fhall hereaf- 
ter a€t, muft be done as he is King of Poland; 
and theRepublick muft be refponfible for what- 
ever Indignity he hhall offer his Neighbours. 
The fecond Article is as reaforable as the firft. 
‘That the King of Poland and the Republick 
fhall Renew the Treaty of Oliva, which the 
King of Poland fo notorioufly Broke by Inva- 
ding the Territories of Sweden without the leaft 
Provocation. That the Republick fhould be- 
come Parties in the Treaty, is highly neceffary, 
the Republick being rhe Conftirution of that 
Country, which never alters or dies; but their 
King being EleGive, he cannot oblige his Suc- 


_ceffors to the obfervance of a Treaty, as in 


Kingdoms where the People have fettled the 
(Crown in any Line of Succeffion. Befides the 
Covenants and Paéts of fome Princes being fo 
brittle, Treaties by them Rattifyed and Con- 
firmed, cannot be efteemed as lafting as thofe 


which are made with Commonwealths, which | ; 
| can believe no fuch thing of a Prince, who offers 


always conclude Leagues for the common good 
of their Country. 

The third Article comes yet clofer, and ob- 
liges the Republick to be anfwerable for what- 
ever their King for the future fhall act againft 
Sweden. This will make the Poles look how 
their King holds the Reins of Government, 
and have a Care of fuch Minifters who by ill 
“Advice fhal] tempt him from the true Intereft 
of the Commonwealth, to make Depredations 
on the Territories of his Neighbours. As no 
Nations have fuffered more by the precipitate 


‘Actions of their Kings, than have Poland and 
‘England, fo none have greater Reafon to be jea- 


Jous of their Liberties, and to take heed of a 
Sacceffion of Evil Minifters, who by Falfehood 
and Flatteries AZ/lead their Princes from their 
own true Intereft and that of their Country, 
which by rend’ring them obnoxios to their beft 
Subjects, too often procures their Immediate 
Ruin. ’ 

It may at the firft fight appear a Hardfhip on 
the Poles in the fourth Article, to part with the 
Polifh Livonia for ever to theSwedes, which feems 
reafonablic enough,if we confider how much mo- 
ney, and how many Lives Sweden has fpent in 
this War, in Defence of their Coantry againft 
the Poles who were the Agereffors, and ought 
to make SatisfaGtion, which is not half done by 
giving the Swedes that {mall Tra@t of Land on 
the Duina, : 

This Lofs will be repair’d to the Poles in the 
Reduétion of Smolensko to the Republick by the 
fifth Article, which very reafonably engages 
the Republick to declare War againft the Czar 
of Mufcovy, and to fend 300co Men to Act 
againft the A/ufovites in ConjunGion with Swe- 
den, this feems yet more reafonable,in that the 
Poles influenced the A4Zufcopites to Invade the 
Territories of Sweden, when the Czar had not 
the leaft Pretefice to a Rupture 5 and whatever 
Advantage the King of Sweden fhail get of the 
Mufeovites ina War in Conjunction with Po- 
land, as a fatisfa€tion for the Charge of his Ar- 














Reafon and Confcience are obliged to make 
good all the Cofts of Sweden in the War, in thar 
they Themfelves were the procering Cau 
thereof: fo that the Poles, by the Ratification 


of this Treaty, do remove the Charge of the - 


War from their own Doors, aad do make A4uf. 
covy, Pay the Pipers of both Armics. 

Every Man that has not laid afide his Reafon, 
or is not byafs’d by prejudice, muft acknow- 
ledge that thefe Articles are as ea/ie ow the part 
of Poland, as they are reafonable on the part of 
the Swedes; and confidering the great affront 
and damage has been offered and done to the 
latter, Poland muft deeds fay She has very ad- 
vantagious Terms offered Her, confidering the 
Neceflity of Her Affairs She is not in a Con- 
dition one would think to hefitate on Yerms fo 
Generoufly offered, and fo reafonable in their 
Nature, when Her Natives were forced to quit 
Her chief Towns, and fly before a Conquering 
Army. If there be any Truth in thefe Articles, 
(as all good Men wih there is) it may clear the 
Sufpicion of fome Men concerning the King of 
Swedens being engaged ina French Intere/t. We

I with with all my Soul the Truth of thefe 
Articles may come Confirm’d, and that they 
may be happily Ratify’d in a Solemn Treaty : 
But methinks the Relation feems very dubious, 
for by means of a Treaty the King of Sweden 
muft defift from profecuting his Victory, and 
in the mean time the Poles may rally their For- 
ces, and put themfelvesin a Condition to ftand 
another fhock; yet, if we can believe fome of 
the Prints, which fay, the King of Sweden had 


‘intrenched himfelf, it looks as if he defign’d to 


make a ftop for fome time,to know the Iffue of 
his Propofals. ‘Wecannot be pofitive in this 
jot Affair, but muft wait with Patience till 


ume fhall furnifh us with an Account which we 


hope will be for the beft, 

The Reafons mentioned in the Flying- Poft 
from the Hague Aug. 10 concerning the States 
Diflatisfa@tion with the Conduct of the King of 
Sweden, feems to carry fome Force of Reafon in 
them. The French King, by his Minifters, is 
withont doubt in all places difturbing the fer- 
tled'Waters of Peace; for he,like the great Levi- 
atban, is moft at reft, whilft he fleats on turgid 
and contending Waves. But I am very loth to 
take up anill Opinion of fo great a Monarch as 
is that Young Prince, without undeniable proof, 
and vifible Demonftration; let the People of 
Poland have a Care of French Artifices,theit Ru- 
ine, in this point, is long of themfelves, Si popu- 
lus vult Decipi, Decipiatur.
